SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 5.—While the world is organizing its 
humanitarian forces for relief of disaster-ridden Japan, the stricken 
Oriental nation today started out to help itself. 
Cables from Kobe were received by Pacific coast shipping, lumber 
and exporting firms for lumber and cedar log shipments totaling in 
the neighborhood of 500,000,000 feet. Orders for other building 
supplies and machinery were expected to follow. 
Lumbermen said that available stocks not covered by orders al­ 
ready on hand are not sufficient to fill these demands from Japan. 
Principal relief work for Japan centered on the coast, where plans 
were being completed for transferring medical supplies, food and 
clothing to the devastated area and where vessels were being made 
ready for carrying these supplies across the Pacific. 
William Carl Hunt, manager of the Pacific division of the Red 
Cross, has asked the 300 chapters under his jurisdiction to take 
prompt action in raising their quotas of the $5,000,000 fund decided 
upon as necessary by the national organization.

IE has been called the great Amer­ 
ican dessert, and to be able to co n­ 
struct a go o d pie ia o ne o f the supreme 
tests o f a co o k. 
The first essential o f any p ie is a flaky , 
fender crust—th e kind th at will fairly 
"melt in y our mouth .” One of the secrets 
of th is is to h av e y our ingredients as cold 
aa p ossible wh en th ey are mix ed ; anoth er 
is to av oid h andling th e p astry dough 
more th an is absolutely necessary . 
Th ere are many kinds of fillings th at 
can be nsed for making p ies. Fruit, mince­ 
meat and similar fillings are usually in 
conv enient form and require little sp ecial 
p rep aration.

Among the Harding policies which President Coo- 
lidge has assured the country he will maintain during 
his administration is the support of the principle of 
a protective tariff. 
President Coolidge has been a 
life-long believer in the 
America First 
policy . He 
believes in encouraging American industry and pro­ 
tecting the American producer from unjust competi­ 
tion from other nations in which wages and produc­ 
tion costs are much lower than in the United States. 
Recognizing that there are unsettled conditions 
throughout most of the world and particularly in 
Europe, the Republican congress which passed the 
present tariff law included therein what is known as 
the “ flexibility clause” which authorizes the Presi­ 
dent, after investigation by the tariff commission, to 
make changes in tariff rates not exceeding 5 0 per 
cent in either direction, when good cause has been 
shown why the changes should be made. Certain im­ 
porters looked upon this flexibility provision as de­ 
signed solely for the purpose of reducing tariffs. 
Scarcely had the act been placed upon the statute 
books when they began clamoring for executive action 
for the reduction of rates.
